SEAT PLEASANT, MD - Today Eugene W. Grant, mayor of Seat Pleasant: A City of Excellence announced
that he will be hosting the 2011 “Mayor’s Tuesday Social” series for citizens and residents of his municipality
starting on Tuesday, July 19™ * at Seat Pleasant Heights Neighborhood Park from 6:00 until 8:00 pm.

Residents and citizens
will have an opportunity to learn about the numerous assistance programs offered by the various utility
providers and other businesses that provide important services.

The continuing distressed economy highlights Mayor Grant’s initial call to action in 2007 with the Mayor’s
Tuesday Socials. The need to host such an event came about when Mayor Grant’s office fielded numerous
calls for energy assistance. Many residents continue to have a difficult time in paying their utility bills. After
speaking with the various utility companies “...we realized many people residing inside the beltway remain
delinquent or are unable to pay their utility bills,” stated Mayor Grant. Many citizens and residents struggle
with determining which utility bill takes priority for payment and which services to go without. Citizens and
residents are worried that their continued delinquency to electric, natural gas, water and telephone companies
will result in disruption of service. Mayor Grant further emphasizes, “We want to ensure that residents have
access to as many resources as possible and will continue to advocate for access to services that assist residents
in financial need.”

“There are a lot of seniors in Seat Pleasant who live on fixed incomes and can’t pay all of their bills”, stated
Jacqui Battle a resident of the city. Ms. Battle further said, “The mayor is doing a good job in bringing the
community together to give them information that will help them.” Many of the utility companies offer income
eligible assistance programs that people are unaware about. This event is to connect people with those
resources that will benefit them. “I want people to take advantage of available programs such as the
Washington Area Fuel Fund and save money for their households,” stated Mayor Grant. Maryland residents
are also now able to take advantage of the free emergency mobile telephone program with SafeLink Wireless.
